The Pennsylvania Gay and Lesbian Alliance for Political Action (PA-GALA) is 
a grass roots political organization. We publish information about candi¬ 
date's views on gay, lesbian and AIDS issues so community members can 
cast informed ballots. PA-GALA lobbies for gay rights in Harrisburg, registers 
people to vote, provides candidate forums, and voices the concerns of 
our community to federal, state and local government representatives. 
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VOTER INFORMATION 


The Pennsylvania Gay and Lesbian Alliance for Political Action 
(PA-GALA) is a grass roots political organization committed to 
achieving complete equality for gay, lesbian, bisexual and trans- 
gendered individuals. PA-GALA publishes information about candi¬ 
dates' positions on issues affecting our community, registers voters 
and lobbies for passage of civil rights laws on the local, state and 
federal level. 

ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS WE ARE ASKED FREQUENTLY 

HOW DOES PA-GALA DECIDE WHICH CANDIDATES TO ENDORSE( ✓)? 

PA-GALA endorses candidates who have demonstrated an exception¬ 
al commitment to and knowledge of issues of concern to the gay and les¬ 
bian community. Our endorsements are made based on the candidate's 
response to our questionnaire as well as meetings and conversations with 
the candidate. Endorsed candidates are identified in the booklet by a ✓. 

HOW DO I REGISTER TO VOTE? WHERE DO I VOTE? 

Page 3 of G&L-VOTE '97 lists the phone number of your County Voter 
Registration Office. They can tell you if you are currently registered, the loca¬ 
tion of your polling place and in which district and ward you live. 

To vote, you must be a US citizen, be age 18 by the election, have lived in 
the State of PA and have lived at your current address for 30 days. You may 
register at your County Voter Registration Office or have them send you a mail- 
in registration form. PA-GALA volunteers can register you at events like the 
Pride Festival and fund raising events. 

SHOULD I REGISTER IN A POLITICAL PARTY? 

YES, your vote counts in ALL elections. However, people registered to vote as 
Independents are not allowed to vote in primary elections ! You must register as 
either Democrat or Republican in order to vote in any primary. Many munici¬ 
pal or local elections are very close, with some local candidates winning with a 
small margin of votes. An example is the 1997 Democratic Mayoral Primary in 
Allentown where Martin Velazquez won by one vote. 

DOES MY VOTE REALLY MAHER IN PRIMARY AND OFF YEAR ELECTIONS? 

Your gay or lesbian vote counts as three because only one in three of the 
people who vote in the General Election votes in the primary. In off year elec¬ 
tions fewer people vote, so your vote carries more weight. Your vote counts in 
ALL elections. 

HOW DO I USE G&L-VOTE ’97? 

Read the information about candidates running in your area, then combine 
it with other relevant information to make your best choice. Take "G & L Vote 
'97" when you vote and be sure to let candidates see you using the booklet. 
You can question candidates by looking up their responses. Voice your con¬ 
cern over negative answers and un-returned questionnaires, but also thank 
those candidates who supported equality for gay men and lesbians. 
Candidates take voters seriously and they will not forget your comments. 
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HOW DOES PA-GALA GET CANDIDATE INFORMATION? 

We send candidates questionnaires on subjects of concern to the gay and 
lesbian community. We also get information from candidates' voting records, 
mass media, other civil rights groups, and candidate forums. PA-GALA makes 
every effort to present information accurately. However, due to the nature 
and complexities of data collection, PA-GALA cannot be held responsible for 
errors or inaccuracies in this booklet. 

WHAT DO YOU ASK THE CANDIDATES? 

These are the categories, the areas they include, and examples of questions: 

EQUALITY - DISCRIMINATION, EQUAL RIGHTS, FAIRNESS 

Example: Do you support ENDA, the Employment Non-Discrimination Act 
which protects gay men and lesbians from job discrimination? 

CUSTODY - CHILD CUSTODY / VISITATION, ADOPTION, FOSTER PARENTING 

Example: Should sexual orientation be a factor in child custody cases? 

FUNDING - FUNDING FOR AIDS PREVENTION, ASSISTANCE PROGRAMS, AGEN¬ 
CIES AND RESEARCH 

Example: Would you support funding for an agency whose clients are pri¬ 
marily gay? 

AIDS - MANDATORY TESTING, PREVENTION, PWA HOUSING, IMMIGRATION, 
CONFIDENTIALITY 

Example: What plan would you implement to stop the spread of AIDS in 
your district? 

BENEFITS - DOMESTIC PARTNERSHIP AND HEALTH INSURANCE, INHERITANCE 
AND SURVIVORSHIP BENEFITS FOR SAME-SEX COUPLES. 

Example: Would you support granting domestic partnership benefits to 
county employees? 

MARRIAGE - LAWS AND LEGISLATION FOR AND AGAINST SAME-SEX MARRIAGE 

Example: Do you support same-sex marriage? 

SUPPORT - COUNSELING, TOLERANCE/ANTI HARASSMENT PROGRAMS, AVAIL¬ 
ABILITY OF ACCURATE INFORMATION Covers students, all school employees 
and parents. 

Example: Would you support students' request for a gay and lesbian sup¬ 
port group? 

EDUCATION - CURRICULUM/SEXUALITY EDUCATION 

Example: Would you support a curriculum which teaches tolerance for all 
minorities, including gay men and lesbians, by showing examples of all types of 
people in everyday life? 

AIDS EDUCATION - ACCURATE INFORMATION, CURRICULUM AND PROGRAMS 

Example: Would you support age-appropriate health education programs 
which accurately and pictorially explain the transmission of AIDS? 

HOW DOES PA-GALA EVALUATE CANDIDATES? 

Yes or no answers are easy. With longer answers we look for specific state¬ 
ments. Noncommittal answers or those with many qualifiers usually incur neutral 
ratings. We rate ★★ only in instances of active commitment, for example founding 
an AIDS organization or authoring or introducing a pro-gay/lesbian, AIDS/HIV poli¬ 
cy or legislation. We give 4 * only in instances of outrageously negative com¬ 
ments or active promotion or introduction of anti-gay legislation/policies. Judges 
are not rated because they are required to remain neutral on issues. Paid ads 
from candidates do not imply endorsement by PA-GALA. 
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HOW CAN I GET INVOLVED? 

Call, fax, or write to us for more information about PA-GALA or about our activi¬ 
ties in your area. If you see PA-GALA volunteers at events tell us you're interested. 
There's lots to do - stuffing envelopes, lobbying, collecting candidate information, 
or helping at fund-raising events. We need you. Input from our volunteers is our 
greatest resource.
